Tie best we can say of many of the Com- 
pany’s doings ie—<it is all a muddle.” A 
amber of the transactions brought before the 
public are so befogged and beclouded, that 
while a charitable person may hesitate to bring 
in a verdict of guilty, it requires a very gulli- 
bie organization indeed, to see nothing in 
them of a doubtful or even suspicious cha- 
racter. 

And yet in the face of all that bas been 
brought to light, we hear statements that the 
present administration of the Company is to be 
endorsed by Councils. If this be done.—and it 
may be done before this article goes to preas—it 
will argue a rottenness exceeded by nothing in 
the history of even our sister city New York. 
Sister cities indeed will they then be—wallow- 
ing in the same foul pool of corruption and 
slime! 

But we hope better things. We hope that 
the Directors elected by the city will be men 
not heretofore connected with the Company, 
and of undoubted integrity. And that this 
blow will be followed up, at the proper time, 
ly an entire change in the Direction. If this

The great secret of » jong and healthful life, 
lies in the jedicions use of what we eat and 
drink. What is judicious’ we propose to 
diseass; but not in such « way as to diciete 
dogmatically what this one or that one shall 
use, but to let each one decide for himself, 
under the guidance uf a few general principles, 
founded on observed facts, pot on imagined 
fallacies.
